PROMPTNESS showed great racing qualities as a two-year-old, beating as 
good a horse as Bryan G., later a high-class handicap star. A leg injury curtailed 
his racing career. 

EIGHT THIRTY was a horse of the highest class, holding victories over the 
best horses of his time. At three, he won the Wilson, Travers and Whitney 
Stakes, and the Saratoga Handicap. In the Kent at Delaware, he was beaten a 
neck by Sun Lover, hut finished three lengths before Challedon, Horse of the 
Year of 1939 and 1940. 

BIG HURRY, dam of Promptness, won the Selima Stakes and three other 
races, hut her accomplishments on the course, though imjiressive, did not come 
close to matching her superlative record of production. 

Leading 
the parade of stars Big Hurry has produced are the great racemares Bridal 
Fdower and Searching. Bridal Flower retired after winning six stakes and earn¬ 
ing $222,055 and became a successful producer. Searching, winner of the 1955 
and ’57 Gallorette Stakes at Pimlico also took down first money in the Vagrancy, 
Top Flight, Correction, Maskette and Distaff Handicaps, plus many other races. 
Earnings to the end of November 1957, $249,361. 

Other stakes winners produced by Big Hurry are Be Fearless, winner of 33 
races and $89,543, also successful sire; The Admiral, winner of the Tremont 
and United States Hotel Stakes (died at two) ; Great Captain ($74,415), winner 
of the Saratoga Cup, San Marcos Handicap and other races.

Bold Ruler Best 

Climaxing his fine 1957 record with a smash¬ 
ing victory over Gallant Man and Round Table 
in the Trenton Handicap at Garden State on 
November 9, Wheatley Stable’s Bold Ruler was 
named Champion three-year-old and Horse of 
the Year in Turf & Sport Digest’s annual poll 
of the Nation’s leading sports authorities. Of 
the 175 writers and sportcasters voting, 78 
called Bold Ruler the best of all. Ralph Lowe’s 
Gallant Man and Mrs. Charles Ulrick Bay’s 
Idun were tied for second place with 28 votes 
eacji. 

Other horses receiving one or more votes as 
best of the year were Round Table, Dedicate, 
Neji, the steeplechase star. Swoon’s Son, Bards- 
town and Jewel’s Reward. 

Maine Chance Farm’s Jewel’s Reward, which 
earned $349,642, establishing a new figure for 
two-year-olds, rolled up 333 points to lead the 
juvenile males. (Three points for a first choice, 
two for a second and one for a third.) Claiborne 
Farm’s Nadir finished in second place with 293. 

Idun was a standout among the two-year-old 
fillies, rolling up 513 points against 304 for 
the runner-up, Mrs. George Zauderer’s Poly Hi. 

Dedicate, owned by Mrs. Jan Burke, collected 
4l6 points to lead in the handicap division— 
horse four years old and up. E. Gay Drake’s 
Swoon’s Son finished in second place with 254 
points, and Calumet Farm’s Bardstown was third 
with 223. 

In the voting for best three-year-old, Bold 
Ruler amassed a total of 436 points. Gallant 
Man was second with 322 and Round Table, 
third, with 249. 


Raises Nursery Purse 

Marlboro’s highly successful Nursery Stakes, 
which will have its third running next fall, has 
been increased from $2,500 to $5,000, President 
Ed Farrell has announced. 

The only stakes race of the Maryland minor 
tracks’ 60-day schedule, the Marlboro Nursery 
Stakes will be run on Saturday, October 18 in 
1958. The first running of the Nursery Stakes 
made racing history, when it was run off in 
three divisions due to the enthusiastic support 
of the horsemen. 

The Marlboro Handicap listed for closing 
day, October 25 of the 1958 meeting, will re¬ 
tain its $5,000 value. Next year Marlboro will 
operate its annual 12-day meeting from October 
13 through October 25. 

Farrell pointed out that the increase in the 
Nursery Stakes, will not affect the value of other 
purses in 1958 as the track will continue its 
policy of graded purses for better horses, with 
the distribution based on the pari-mutuel 
handle, in accord with an agreement with the 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion. 

During the 1957 meeting at Marlboro, own¬ 
ers took down in excess of $139,000 in purses 
during the 12-day meeting. 

Sun Bahrams Do Well at Pimlico 

Sunny Kim and Golden Sun, both three- 
year-old sons of Mrs. E. H. Ellison, Jr.’s Sun 
Bahram, scored impressively at Pimlico. Sunny 
Kim won allowance races at six furlongs and 
a mile and one-sixteenth, defeating such good 
ones as Bull Strength, Honey’s Tiger and 
Korestes. He is out of the High Quest mare 
Bonnie Lassie. 

Golden Sun won two allowance tests at Pim¬ 
lico at a mile and one-sixteenth. Behind him 
in these victories were Countermand, Chilly 
Pende, Camelback and War Tune. Out of 
Golden Bolt, by Bolingbroke, Golden Sun was 
bred by Mrs. Ellison.

THE BIG FREEZE: Temperatures in Balti¬ 
more during the night of December 11 ranged 
from ten to 15 degrees, putting the Pimlico 
Racetrack in a deep freeze. The following 
morning, 23 jockeys decided the strip was too 
hazardous to ride upon, by a vote of 17 to 6. 
Horsemen examined the strip covered by thou¬ 
sands of frozen mud clods; many horses slated 
to race on the afternoon’s program were 
scratched with full permission of the stewards. 

At about an hour before post time for the 
first race, Pimlico vice-president and executive 
director Lou Pondfield called off the program 
and asked permission of the Maryland Racing 
Commission to cancel the remaining five days 
of Pimlico’s fall meeting. Forecasts of con¬ 
tinued frigid temperatures and additional snow 
prompted the Commission to accede to Pond- 
field’s request. 

How Pimlico’s lost days will be accommo¬ 
dated in the 1958 racing calendar was not im¬ 
mediately decided. The disposition of four open 
October dates between the close of Marlboro 
and the opening of Laurel must await the out¬ 
come of Bowie’s meeting. They were held open 
po accommodate any lost days at Bowie. There 
is a possibility, though slim, that Bowie’s 
scheduled February 12 opening may be ad¬ 
vanced to take up Pimlico’s slack, but a more 
likely solution seems to be that of making up the 
lost time over a period of two or three years. 

Another consideration in the allotment of 
Pimlico’s lost programs is the 23 additional dates 
approved for Delaware Park. Track officials 
stated that they were caught ’off base” by the 
Legislature’s sudden expansion of the Stanton 
track’s dates to 55 days. At the same time, the 
Legislature hiked the Delaware take from 10 
to 12 per cent, with the state and track shar¬ 
ing equally in the increase. Delaware’s tradi¬ 
tional dates are from May 29 to the Fourth of 
July. It is believed that the track will use only 
18 of its extra days this year, tacking them on 
the end of its meeting. 

SECOND TIME AROUND: Before enter¬ 
ing into the resume of Pimlico’s fall meeting, 
there are three stakes which first must be ac¬ 
counted for. The mile-and-one-eighth Gallorette 
Stakes, for fillies and mares three and up, on 
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Thanksgiving Day, November 28, was won by 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Searching. The five-year- 
old War Admiral—Big Hurry, by Black Toney 
mare was making her third Gallorette appear¬ 
ance. In addition to her 1957 victory she shows 
a score in the 1955 renewal and a third-place 
finish to Little Pache last year. 

Searching has raced four years during the 
course of which she has started 73 times, won 
20 races, been second 14 times and third 14 
times, earning $249,361. Bred by Ogden Phipps, 
she is trained by Hirsch Jacobs, 11 times 
national champion, who has made a career of 
improving upon the handiwork of his condi¬ 
tioning rivals. Searching failed to win in 13 
starts at two, and early in her three-year-old 
career, Jacobs asked Trainer Sunny Jim Fitz¬ 
simmons to put a price tag on her. Mr. Fitz 
consulted with the filly’s owner and arrived at 
a $15,000 figure which was acceptable to Jacobs. 
Since then. Searching has earned well over 
$200,000 for Jacobs and his wife, winning 
stakes in each of the three years they’ve owned 
her. 

With Jockey Dave Erb up. Searching went 
to the front soon after the start, repulsed bids 
by Snow White and Mile. Diane and was draw¬ 
ing off at the end. Her time over the nine fur¬ 
longs on a fast track was 1:51 1/5, one second 
slower than Mile. Lorette’s track record. Two 
lengths back was Harold H. Polk’s Mile. Diane, 
which was well up at all times but lacked the 
spurt to carry her past the winner. C. V. Whit¬ 
ney’s Snow White was third, a nose to the fore 
of Howell E. Jackson’s Nasrina, which, top- 
weighted at 120, was giving three pounds to 
the winner. 

SECOND HELPING: When E. Gay Drake 
shipped his Midwest champion, Swoon’s Son, 
into Pimlico ten days prior to the Special, there 
was speculation that the world’s seventh lead¬ 
ing money-winner would have it all to himself. 
Then, Racing Secretary and handicapper J. Fred 
Colwill got busy on the telephone. Ed Christmas 
was contacted concerning Howell E. Jackson’s 
Tick Tock, winner of the Sysonby and Sport 
Page Handicaps. Mr. Jackson said he would 
be happy to accept an invitation, and the Special 
advanced from a walkover to a match. Colwill

made a few more calls. Hirsch Jacobs said 
Pimlico could count on Promised Land, which 
at the time was the hottest horse in racing 
plates. Christopher Chenery sent along his 
Third Brother, too. The held was set. 

Swoon s Son, with Dave Erb up, set out as 
if to take the $50,000 number on the Bill 
Daly, but to the astonishment of his partisans 
he "came up empty” in the stretch and finished 
last of the four-horse field. Bill Hartack shot 
Promised Land through on the rail on the turn 
and held off Tick Tock in the run home. The 
winner s margin was a length, and he was pull¬ 
ing clear after a lively tussle with Tick Tock. 

Promised Land gained his first stakes win 
in the Governor’s Gold Cup last spring at 
Bowie, but he didn’t look like a Special winner 
then. Hirsch Jacobs straightened him out, how¬ 
ever, and the gray son of Palestinian—Mah- 
moudess, by * Mahmoud, since has added the 
Lawrence Realization, Knickerbocker, Roamer 
and Idlewild Handicaps. A three-year-old. 
Promised Land has started 36 times, has won 
11 races, been second 7 times and six times 
third, earning $235,660. He was bred by Bieber- 
Jacobs Stables. 

Swoon’s Son’s race in the Special obviously 
was not his true measure. He hadn’t had a test¬ 
ing race since the Hawthorne Gold Cup, 49 
days earlier. Erb said his horse was short. Sev¬ 
eral Pimlico races designed as preps for Swoon’s 
Son failed to fill, and Trainer Lex Wilson had 
to prepare his horse with workouts. 


MRS. RABBIT’S BEARCAT IN THE MUD: 
Anyone who had studied the history of Pimlico’s 
two endurance stakes, the Exterminator and 
Pimlico Cup, knew he must look long and hard 
at anything Trainer Horatio Luro sends out in 
these endurance races. Given the material to 
work with, the Senor is a tough nut to crack. 
Prior to December 7, date of the $10,000-added 
Exterminator, Luro had saddled *Don Juan II 
(1943) and *Miss Grillo (1946) to win the 
same race. The Argentinian’s record in the 
Pimlico Cup was even better: 3 wins, two with 
Miss Grillo (1947-48) and one with *Rico 
Monte (1946). 

Louis Rowan’s Spinney, a four-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Cover Up, from the good Maryland-bred 
(W. L. Brann) mare, Mrs. Rabbit, was Luro’s 
reliance in the 1957 Exterminator. And true to 
form. Spinney just galloped. Eased at the finish, 
he covered the mile and a half over a sloppy 
track in 2:33 1/5. The race was made for him; 
he revels in the mud and is one of the more 
proficient distance horses. Earlier in the year, he 
had won the Santa Anita Maturity and Canada’s 
richest race, the Canadian Championship. 

The son of Cover Up has started 49 times in 
his 3 years of campaigning and shows 7 wins, 
10 seconds and 6 thirds. His earnings total 
$210,995. Bred in Kentucky, by Louis, Robert 
and George Rowan, he was ridden to his Ex¬ 
terminator victory by Angel Valenzuela. 

Spinney appeared to be a lock for the Pimlico 
Cup, which was cancelled due to the frozen 
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track. Only two owners were interested in op¬ 
posing him. 

CHAMPION BY A MARYLAND SIRE; 
* Hunters Moon IV, which stands at Janon 
Fisher’s The Caves, Eccleston, has the honor of 
being the sire of Neji, the nation’s steeplechase 
champion of 1957. This is Neji’s second time 
up as the leading steeplechaser; he had been 
named champion in 1955. 

Neji is owned by Mrs. Ogden Phipps. The 
seven-year-old ( 1957) is trained by Michael 
Smithwick and ridden by his brother, A. P. 
( Paddy), both of Monkton. 

Neji did not commence his 1957 campaign 
until September, and raced but four times. In 
his seasonal debut he was fourth as his stable- 
mare Ancestor won the Harbor Hill Handicap 
at Belmont Park. He was unbeaten thereafter, 
winning the Brook (for the third time), the 
Grand National (second time) and Temple 
Gw^athmey (second time). 

Bred at Montpelier, in Virginia, Neji did not 
start as a two-year-old, but raced briefly at 
three for Rigan McKinney. He was still a 
maiden when bought by Mrs. Phipps for 
$16,500 at the 1953 Belmont Park paddock sale. 
He won his first race over obstacles at Red 
Bank in the fall of 1954 and gave promise of 
better things to come by concluding his season 
that year running second to King Commander 
in the Temple Gwathmey. 


Neji’s impost of 173 pounds in the 1957 
Temple Gwathmey, steeplechasing’s richest race, 
smashed the record for that event held by the 
late Joseph E. Widener’s Fairmount which 
carried 170 pounds to victory in 1927 and 1928. 
In spite of his severe burden, Neji covered the 
distance in 4:42 2/5 which clipped two and 
four-fifths seconds from the track record which 
he had established in winning the Brook on 
September 26. 

NEW LEASE ON LIFE: After a special 
committee of the Legislative Council had voted 
5 to 3 in favor of the Laurel-Pimlico merger, 
the committee’s parent body, by a vote of 9 to 
7, has voted to postpone any action on the 
proposal. Senator Frederick C. Malkus (D., 
Dorchester) made a motion at the Council’s 
December 3 meeting to make the merger plan 
a special order of business for the next Legisla¬ 
tive Council which is to be appointed at the 
conclusion of the February meeting of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Thus, without the sponsorship of the Legis¬ 
lative Council, it appears that there will be no 
serious consideration of the plan to abandon 
Pimlico and move its dates to Laurel during 
the "short” meeting of the General Assembly. 
The Council voted to pigeon-hole the measure 
on the grounds that its highly controversial na¬ 
ture would require much more time and study 
than could be expended when more important 
fiscal matters must be decided.

1957 RESUME: Pimlicos meeting, cut short 
when weather conditions caused cancellation of 
the final five days, nonetheless was a remarkable 
one. During the 23 days of the autumn meeting, 
only one of which was decided under ’clear 
sky-fast track” conditions, the plant averaged 
11,628 daily attendance, a drop of only 3 per 
cent from the 12,010 average of a 29-day meet¬ 
ing in 1956. Decline in mutuels was 8 per cent, 
with a daily average of $1,012,631 against 
$1,120,318 a year ago. 

Racing at the major tracks in the state 
showed a gain over 1956 despite the shutdown 
at Pimlico. This season 1,408,351 passed 
through the turnstiles for a daily average of 
12,140 an increase of 9-9 per cent over the 
1,414,423 and an average of 11,046 a year ago. 
There were Il6 days of racing in 1957 and 119 
in 1956. 

In wagering, the three tracks, Bowie, Laurel 
and Pimlico, totaled $116,872,321 compared to 
$114,318,500. The daily averages were $1,007,- 
520 this season and $960,659 a year ago or 4.9 
per cent increase.

As usual, Pimlico produced a number of 
'‘firsts” for the season. The crowd of 32,856 on 
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Preakness Day was the biggest of the year in 
Maryland. Pimlico also had the top handle 
of the year—$1,969,836—on Preakness Day. 
Bowie had the highest daily double pool, 
$181,214. 

Sam Boulmetis and Joe Culmone shared 
honors among jockeys in the stakes-winning de¬ 
partment, each with four victories. Mrs. E. D. 
Jacobs won the most stakes (3) as an owner 
and Trainers Hirsch Jacobs and F. A. Bonsai 
each saddled three stakes winners. 

The two stakes events in Maryland with the 
largest gross were both run at Pimlico, the 
Pimlico Futurity being tops with $162,740 and 
the Preakness next in line with $113,800. The 
Futurity also produced the biggest net value of 
the year with $115,347 going to Jewel’s Reward 
which was voted two-year-old champion. Bold 
Ruler, winner of the Preakness, was elected 
Horse of the Year. 

Jewel’s Reward was the leading gleaner 
among the horses in action in the state through 
his Futurity victory and Maine Chance Farm

During the 116 days of the major season in 
the state, 106 different jockeys rode winners. 
Nick Shuk scored 73 victories to rank as the 
No. 1 rider for the sixth time in the last seven 
years. Shuk scored 26 times at Bowie, 14 at 
Laurel in the spring, 7 times at Pimlico’s first 
meeting, 8 times at Laurel in the fall and 16 
times during the Pimlico fall meeting. 

Shuk had led the list in Maryland in 1951 
with 101 winners, in 1952 with 115, in 1953 
with 112, in 1954 with 83 and last season with 
73. He won 57 races in 1955 but was sidelined 
throughout the fall season by an injury and 
Willie Hartack became the state’s leading rider. 

For 1957, Shuk nosed out Tony Russo who 
accumulated 69 victories at both the major and 
minor ovals. Oliver Cutshaw ranked third with 
57, Harold Keene had 53 and Joe Culmone 51 
to complete the ’’Big Five.” 

A total of 299 trainers saddled winners dur¬ 
ing the 1957 major season, and at the finish, 
Bernard P. Bond and his brother J. Bowes Bond, 
both Marylanders, finished one-two. Bernie took 
the title with 33 victories to 28 for his brother. 
Dave Zakoor, Jr. was third with 21, F. A. Bon¬ 
sai with 20 was fourth, while W. H. Bishop 
and H. S. Eklof tied for fifth with 16. 

Bernie Bond scored at each of the five meet¬ 
ings, having 9 winners at Bowie, 15 in the 
spring at Laurel, 2 at Pimlico in May, 6 at 
Laurel in the fall and 1 during the autumn 
Pimlico session. 

Racing in Maryland was ’’big business in 
many ways. A total of 830 different owners 
shared in the purse distribution during the 
year and the ten leaders are as follows:

RALEIGH BURROUGHSi 


Hs December is the 12 th month of the year, 
XX its name comes from the Latin word 
decern which means ten. The mix-up occurred 
when they set up the clocks from the Roman 
to the Julian Calendar. There was another 
change, later when the switch-over was made to 
the Gregorian Calendar. That didn’t affect De¬ 
cember, though; it amputated ten days of Oc¬ 
tober, 1582. The scar does not show in mod¬ 
ern-day Octobers, and has kept the equinoxes in 
their right places, so the operation must have 
been a success. 

December 1957 was much like the Decem¬ 
bers you used to have as a boy. There was snow, 
etc. 

It w'as fine for little lads with sleds, but dis¬ 
tressing to people who have horses to race, peo¬ 
ple who put on races and observers of the sport. 

Dec. 1. A Sabbath spent in writing, pious 
musings and wondering if there were any er¬ 
rors in the December issue of The Maryland 
Horse, which had just been placed in the cus¬ 
tody of the printer. (There were two, one re¬ 
garding the residence of the stallion Prompt¬ 
ness and another, the number of the year fol¬ 
lowing 1957. To set the record straight: 
Promptness is at Church Hill, and the correct 
number of year is 1958.) 

Dec. 4. The snow which began in the gloam¬ 
ing of December 3 got out of hand and draped 
Pimlico’s eaves with ermine, covered the infield 
with an alabaster mantle and kept the grand¬ 
stand empty. Races called off. 

Dec. 5. Pimlico still blacked-out by white 
mantle. 

Dec. 6. Pimlico opened, and every able- 
bcxlied horse-player that could make it volun¬ 
teered for action. 

Dec. 7. The day of the Exterminator Handi¬ 
cap, one of those grand, long races that make 
Pimlico’s fall meeting beloved by the racing 
fans. Lunched with dashing, debonair Charlie 
Johnson, chief of Pimlico’s communique head¬ 
quarters, Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Ellison, Jr., who 
own Sun Bahram and sundry other Thorough¬ 
breds, and Mr. and Mrs. Henry Clark. Mr. Clark 
trains the sundry other Thoroughbreds for Mrs. 
Ellison. 

Mr. Ellison is a yachtsman and it seemed 
that there should be sort of a natural bond be¬ 
tween such a person and the owner of a 14- 
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foot outboard, with auxiliary oars. But boat- 
io/ers get little chance to express themselves 
when horse-lovers are around, and I never got 
to tell about that time 1 crossed Pamlico Sound 
in a squall, and the tide rose so fast I was able 
to run the boat right up on the trailer instead 
of having to back the trailer down to the boat, 
and the chromium on the Packard never has 
been the same since. 

Did learn some interesting facts about Sunny 
Kim, one member of the Ellison entry in the 
Exterminator. (The other was Golden Sun and 
both are by Sun Bahram.) 

Mrs. Ellison is a gentle lady who not only 
loves her horses, but is interested in their chil¬ 
dren; so she took a trip down to Mr. J. P. Head¬ 
ley’s place to visit one of Sun Bahram’s sons. 
Sunny Kim (he didn’t have that name then) 
was pleased and surprised to have distinguished 
visitors. He looked at Mrs. Ellison and she 
looked at him. He nibbled her sleeve, and it 
was love at first sight all around. All that kept 
them apart was $5,000 and Mrs. Ellison broke 
down that barrier. 

Sunny Kim was named for Kimmy Davis, 
who likes Thoroughbred racing and must like 
the Binghamton Press, because he is the Sun¬ 
day editor of that paper.

Laurel had the highest percentage of winning 
favorites for the season, 107 choices clicking in 
320 races for a mark of 33-4 per cent. Bowie 
was next with 30.4 per cent on 100 favorites in 
328 races while Pimlico showed 29 per cent, 
with 81 choices scoring in 280 races. 

Pimlico’s Preakness, as has been the case in 
a good many seasons, produced the largest 
crowd of the year in the State—32,856. And the 
mutuel handle for that day—$1,969,836—also 
was tops for the year. The high marks for each 
track during the year are as follows:

Highest daily double pool in 1957 came at 
Bowie on March 30 when $181,214 was wag¬ 
ered in this form. Pimlico’s high was $175,222 
on May 18 and that of Laurel $160,084 on 
April 20. 

Longest daily double payoff of the year came 
at Pimlico on November 30 when the combi¬ 
nation of Joe Night (Small) and Mr. Bowes 
(Shuk) returned $1,167.40 for $2. 

Slugger Ray, which scored at Bowie on Feb¬ 
ruary 21 paid the highest straight price of the 
year—$173.40. Longest place price was $168.00 
when Accomplishment ran second at Pimlico on 
May 16 and the top show price was $52.40 on 
Stepping Mary at Bowie on March 21. 

MINOR TRACK SUMMARY 

The minor track season, consisting of 60 
days, as it did in 1956, saw a decline of 5.5 
per cent in attendance and a drop of 4.5 per 
cent in wagering. Marlboro was the only track 
to show increases in both attendance and wager¬ 
ing, while Cumberland had a slight increase in 
the mutuel handle.

The three leading riders of the minor circuit 
were Anthony Russo with 56 winners, Willie 
Clark, 47 and Joe Servis, 41. Russo’s total in¬ 
cluded 16 victories at Bel Air and 14 at 
Timonium, where he was the leader, plus 10 at 
Hagerstown and 8 each at Cumberland and 
Marlboro.
